TuESDaAY. Ian 1l. 

It had bcen Certited a day or two before, that Sir 1am 
IValler was on his march towards Sudeley Caſtle, withan in- 
txntion to beliege it 3 which his intent was figniticd to Sir Wel- 
liam Morton the high Sherifte of Glouceſterſhire, and Gover- 
nour of the Caſtle for His facred Majeſty ; who had raiſed 
creat expeRation of himfelfe, both for his courage and fide- 
lity when he undertook it : and poſſibly might have been 
an{werable to his undertakings had his men ſtood to him. 
But Waller being eome b<tore it with his whole Army (as was 
this day certified) and playing with his Canon upon every 
part of jt, (of which hc had no fewer then 22) ſo terrified 
the Souldiers being mult of them prefled men taken out of the 
Country, and ſuch as had never ſeen the warres before, that 
their thearts and hands bugan to tailethem, before the Ord- 
rance had produced any other eff& then neyſe and ſmoke. 
Which tcrrour was ſo mach increaſed by the loſſe of their 
Gunner, who was moſt unfortunately ſlaine; and the breaking 
of one of their Peeces of Ordnance, ( whereof they had but 
twoinall) that preſently they cryed upon the Governour of 
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the Caftle to provide for their ſafety : and were fo hot upon 
that cry, that they could not be induced to make pood their 
worke, till their ſo much deſired fafcty was provided for ; but 
with great importunity mixed with violence, cauſed the Go- 
yernour to yeild the Caſtle. And though War promiſed 
th-m upon his word to uſe them nobly (for that was zl! the 
mitigation Which the ſuddenneſſe of the Arcument conld 
procure at his hands : )'yet all the noble uſage they received of 
him was to be ſent Priſoners unto Gloxceſter, whither they 
were all carried except thc Licutenaunt, who by chance eſcaped. 
And it all be true which 1s reported, their uſage was as noble 
(all things conſidered) as they had reaſon to exp. At, had they 
eſcaped his hands : it being confidently afhrmed, that when 
Waler had edſerved the ſtrength of the Caſtle, and the provi- 
hons ef all ſorts which were laid up in 1t, he uſed words to this 
ce, that If any Souldiers of his ſhon!d have quitted ſo defen- 
ſible a place as that upen ſnch conditions, he would give them 
their reward, ' 
WEDNESDAY, Jane 12. 

But torccompence this lofle of Swdeley Caſtle, we were this 
day advertiſe! of the taking of Borſtol houſe ; a place of farre 
more Conſequence for the ſafety of Oxford, then Swudeley Ca- 
ſtle was for the annoyance of G/oxce/ter, His Maj-ſty had 
form-Tly put a Garriſon into it for the ſ-curing of thole parts 
of )xfordſvire from the incurſions of the Rebels which neſt at 
Alubury and Newport : the houſe being very ſtrong, and 
commodiouſly ſeated for that. purpoſe. But when His Ma- 
j:ſty had given order to diſmantle Reading, and draw all His 
Forces into the ficld, the Souldiers which lay here in Garrifon 
were commanded to deſert the place, and put themſeves into 
the Army : which was no ſooner done but a partee out of 
Alubury ieized uponit, with the good liking, and as ſome 
ſay, -upon the jnvitation of the Lady Denham, whole houle it 
is. And there they were ne ſoonerſetled, but preſently they 
b:gantoat all manner of inſolencieson the Country people : 
inſomuch. as they did .not onely ſcize on certaine loads of 
- Corne which were to be carriid unto Oxford Market upon 
Saturday laſt ; but plundercd a poors Gentlcwoman one Mi- 
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' ſireſſe Pirs (being aped 80 yearesat leaft) of all her goods and 
wearing apparell, except one poore garment, pulled ker out 
of the bed by the throat, and threatned to (hoot her with a 
Piſtoll which they held at her breaſt, becauſe ſhe was not 
quicke enough to riſe out of her bed that they might ſteale a- 
way the ſheets. And the ſame day, being Monday /#ne 10, 
they ſent out their Warrants to levy 60 pounds on Burceſter, 
a {mall Towne hard by. But before the time came for return- 
ing the money, a conſiderable ſtrength of Horſe and Foot was 
ſent from O-xferd, under the command of Colonell Gage, a 
right expert Souldier ; who marching ont of Oxford the fame 
Munday night, fate downe before the houſe upon Tueſday 
morning : tirſt ſending word unto the Lady, that ſheand 0- 
thers of her ſex might d: part the houſe with leave and ſafety, 
and that he would take care to ſee her convoyed to any place 
| ſhe had a minde to. A curtefie whereof the Lady was not 
worthy : who being conſcious to her ſclfe of her owne affe- 
ions, not onely flipped away in a poore diſguiſe, but raiſed 
a report that ſhe was forced to take that courſe for her pre- 
ſervation; and that the Colonell had refuſcd to grant her a ſafe 
paſſage out when ſhe moſt earneſtly deftred it. | 
But to proceed : Aﬀooneas the Coloncll had notice that 
the Ladies were gone, the houſe was preſently inveſted by 
His Majeſties Forces, who fell upon it with ſuch a well-go- 
verned fury, that they quickly made themſ:lves Malters of the 
Church, as alſoof the Barnes, Stables, and other out-houſes, 
(into each of which the Enemy had put ſome Souldiers; ) and 
from thence madetheir Affaults on the houſe it ſelfe;, the Ca- 
lonell behaving himſelfe with as much gallantry and excmpla- 
ry courage, as ever man had done on the like occafion. Which 
beingnoted by the Rebels, they defired a Parley, and offered 
togiveup the houſe with all the Vicuall, Ammunition,and 
ther one Peece of Ordnance, which was all they had z condi- 
tioned thcy might goe away with their Armes and Horſes. 
And though this ſcemied too honourable departure for them, 
and may be thought ſo'by fome men who -looke upon 'the 
_aAton at a greater diſtan&e : yet the wiſe 'Colonell confide- 
ring the houſe was'ſ 'ong, thatit had coſt ſome men already, 
| and 
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and that he coold not force it but at dearer rates ; he rather 
choſe toyeild to thejr demands then lagſe more of his Suul- 
diers, whoſe lives were farre more pretious to him then the 
Armes of the Rebels. According unto which agreement the 
Revels yeilded up the houſe, and were convoyed in ſafety 
within fight of Al/zbary:; the Convoy bringing backe to 
Borſtall ſuch Oyen, Sheepe, and other Commodities as the 
Countrey yeilded, both for the yictualling of the houſe, and 
for ſupplying the neceſſities of His Majcſties Souldiers which 
lay quartered in and about the Citie of Oxford, with ſuch pro- 
viſions, aS had becne otherwiſe imployed for the uſe of his 
Eneinies. 
TauR SDAY, June 13, 

This day His Majcſtics Forces came backe from Borftal, 
having ſetled a good Garriſon there both of Horſe and Foot, 
uader the command of Major C«u-ningsby, anl furniſhed them 
with all things neceflary for defence thereof, & the ſecurity of 
thoſe parts againlt the Rebcls. By means wherof,and by puttii; 
into Htingl a ſtrong Garriſon of 1000 Foot (which went 
thither upon Saturday la't with five Peeces of Ordnance ) 
and ſending 502 moreto Wallingford; the Citie of Oxford is 
not on. ly well flankered on all quarters, as 1t was betore, but 
a good part of the Teriia which His Maj-ſhe left behind 
Him when he went towards Worceſter, is very conveniently 
diſpoſ.:d of, to the great caſe of the Country. 

The newes of the defeat which was given the Scots by the 
Marqueſſe of New-Caftle, (whereof we told you the laſt 
weeke) was confirmed this day in part , by certaine Gentle- 
men, whocamefrom Newarke upon Monday : where it was - 
conſtantly reparted, that the Marqueſle had fallied out of Tor& 


.and fallen upon them at a place called the/Ring-howſes, ( which 


1s within a mile of Torke,and killed 2000 in the place, where- 
of moreon Saturday. And it wasalfo ſignificd by ſome letters 
thence, dated 1»»e 6.that the Princes comming towards Tork- 
ſrire , is apprended for a matter of ſuch dangerous conſe- 
quence, that it hath put the Rebells of both Nations into a moſt 
deſperate condition, and made them fall upon a reſolution of 
ſtorming YORK, (thoughthe Scopt had rather they ſhould 
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force it,) for feare they ſhould be ſtormed themiclyes when the 
Prince cameneerethem. What ' happencd on this reſolution 
you {hall heare anon. 


It hed beene formerly advertiſed that the goed Earle of 


Denbigh ( one of as odious an ingratitude as the Earle of Hel- 
land) had gathered a great body of R.bells together, and beſei> 
ged Dadley Caſtle; which hitherto had becn made good a- 
painſt him by Captaine Leve/on, the noble Governour of the 
place. And 1t was certified this day by letters that His Maje- 
ſty en Tueſday /#xe 11. ſent the Lord Wilmer with the Eaile 
of Northamptons and the Ez le of Clevelands Brigades of 
horſc, and 1000 foot tothe relcite of the beſeiged : the newes 
of whoſe approach bcing brought to the Earle of Denbigh, he 
retreated with all ſpeed that might-be. But our menfullowing 
clole upon them beate them from the ground , where they 
made ſtand,and forced them to retreat aguine in ſo great dil- 
0: der,that it was no better then a plate and downe-rizht rou- 


ting : and inthis ation (which waspertormed "S the lofſe 


of icarce 20 men, and not one Oiticer at all,) H, jeltics for- 
ces tooke two colours of horſe, two A1ajors of foot, 2 Cap- 
taines, 3 Lieutenants, and 50 common ſouldiers priſoners ; 
and ki)!led many of them in the hight, which were an hundred 
at thcleaſt, as theſc letters teſtihe. Ard 1t was alſo ſignified 
from Banbury,that Yeltcrday night about (ix of the cloek all the 
horic aid foot weredrawne cut of Warwicke to goe to help his 
Lordſhip to conclude the icige ; but meeting on the way with 
the news of his routing,they returned back again this morning.

You have f{cene his In:roduAion to Martiall attempts was both 
fortunate and gallant, where you way oblerve, that this noble [þte 
rit in his firſt enierprize, ſhew'da naturall averſion froin baſe, and 
vulgar actions - and that hedifdatned to accommodate him{clteto 
Popular humors ; chooting rather. to ſuffer ſhipwrack with the 
noblcr tort, then to ſtand idle and let them perilh, it his endea- 
vour might the leait conduce to their ſafety. 

It was not longafter he had entred the ſchoole of Afars, but he 
had occaſion given to make tryall of his wit, as well as fortitude ; 
for a Party of their Hort attempted to beat up the enemies Quar- 
rers, and at the firſt entered the 'place ; where our of inconſfidera- 
tion ang defire of Pillage, they made. a way to their owne ruine, 
dy diſmounting ; tor the enemy tindinga way to gather a hcad and 
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eall more aid, came and forprized the diſperſed Sonldiers. Our 
Hernike youth bad (till diſcreetly Kept on Horſebacke, and pre- 
vailed with ſome few more to doe the like, which had all eſcaped 
hid not the enemy ſtrangely circumvented them. They ſeeing. ns 
hope of eſcapeleft, reſolved to force a way by meereſirength, In 
this attempt, he leading the way was knockt off his Horſe with 
{uch a violence, that quice aftonithed him; the enemy gave him 
for dead, he falling proftrate on his face, Wherefore they buſied 
themſelves in ſearching for and purſuing the reſt, making ſure of 
him at leifure. Aclaſt recovering his ſpirits and memory, conſider- 
ing how he came there, he lyes (till for a while, tl hearing the 
ſtreets quiet, he lookt abour very carcumſpeAtly, and diſcovers all 
cleare with a Stable open over againſt bim furniſhed with Horſes 
ready fadled : He takes hold of the oportunity and goesin, choo» 
fes one of the prime Horſes, cominanding the boy there, not to 
dare to ſpeake till he was gone, as he tendred his owne hfe. After 
he is out he pats ſpurs to his Horſe, which with fuch celerity con-= 
veyed him thence, that he eſcapt his purſuers, and unhurt paſt by 

divers that met him>» W hen he arrived at the Army, divers of the 
chiefe Commanders were full of joy to ſee him, whoſe fall bur 

even now they did generally there condole. The Generall hime 

ſe}te did praiſe his ingenuity and courage, giving hun one hundred 

pieces for the Horſe he bronght away. | 

This put a ſecond vigour into him, both encouraging and en- 

ab'ing him to continue in his preſent courſes ; his ſucceſſe doth a» 

nimate him, and his reward gives life to his encouragement. He 
continues with fingular reſpet and love among(t the Comman» 
ders, and Souldicrs : moſt of the later propoling him as an example 
to themſelves. At laſt{ome accident or other happens which calls 

him into England, his departure is very unpleafing to that Army, 

nor can. he get away without engagement of his hanour for his 
ſpeedy rerurne. By thistime his fame is growne eminent, and his 

friends began to reliſh bis courſes, which makes his welcome of a 
better temper then before ; for now they did honour thoſe excel- 
lencies in him which ſo proſperouſly began to flouriſh. 
He had ſcarce taken time to viſit bis riende after his arrivall, but 
his promiſe calls him backe, and thither alſo he is already. by Let- 


ter invited : the imployment was fo gratefull unto him, that = 
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his friends he makes aneceſlity of vertue, and tells them he had 
engaged his honour for h1s returne; under this pretence he bids 
them farewell, and 1immcdiately reparres to his former {ervice in 
the Netherlands, where he {erves in the Lieutenant Generalls owne 
Troope, whoſe favourite he was, preferred in eſtceme before the 
relt. £ | 

I am ſorry, that I am not able to give account of ſundry of his 
ations deſerving memory, performed 1n this time : divers of which 
I have heard related, thoughnow I cannot call them to mind. One 
thing 1 cannot omit, to wit, the taking of a (igna]l Colour in a me- 
morable Fight in thoſe parts, wherein the honour of the adverſe 
Army was much engaged, And here I may take occaſion to ex- 
preſſe hismodeſty, in my judgement very ſingular, for in the gain. 
ing of thoſe Colours he having flaine the man that carried them, 
another takes them up, when they were downe, whom the ene- 
mies aſlaile in ſuch manner, that'there had that party died, had not 
our Engliſh Gallant reſcued both him and the Colours. This un» 
gratefull man out of too mnch vanity, claymes the reward for the 
aRion, and ſuch was this young gentlemans modeſty that he re- 
fign'd it, and as much as in him lay the honour of the a& unto 
him. | 

This -and ſuch like gained him an extraordinary portion of ho- 
nour, and eſteeme amongſt all ; but eſpecially endeared him to his 
Generall : inſomuch that he ſecks occaſion to difplace his owne 
Captaine-Lieutenant, thereby to make way for his advancement to 
that place. W hich when our gallant perceives, with anger he cx- 
prefles his diſlike of 1t, and abſolutely refuſes the offer ; But ili 
feeing his Generall promoting the tuſineſſe, and privately urging 
it, with a modeſt indignation he proteſts that he will not build on 
anothersruine, and therefore quits the ſervice. Here you may be- 
hold an eminent efteR of that true nobulity which inhabited his 
generous breſt, and how much he diſdained to tread upon ano- 
thers head, for his owne advancement. 

Immedrartely after this the Scortith Tumults began at home, 
whereupon an honourable tnvitation concurring with his owne 
naturall inclination to that ſervice ; he makes for England : chool- 
ing rather to ſerve his owne Soveraigne,then any forraigne Prince. 

_ This was unwelcome newes to the Belgian Army, that he ſhould 
| now 
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now forſake that Field where his Laurell began fo happily to flou- 
riſh. But he will by no meanes be any longer detained from doing 
ſervice to his owne Lord and Soveraigne, therefore requeſting 
them in this reſpec to diſpence with him, he takes his leave, There 
never went thence a young Gentleman more beloved, or of whoſe 
loffe the Souldiers were more ſenſible«s When he was gone, long 
time, and often was he a ſubje& of their diſcourſe, one praiſed his 
incomparable valour, another his diligence, a third his obedience 
and modelty, a fourth his courtefie and truly noble nawre, in fine 
they generally conc/uded, that he was a prime ornament |te our 
whole Nation : nay, ſome chiefe men among(t them did by Let- 
ters conteſle, they did emulate England in the poſſeſſion of him. 

By this time is our young Picolhomins arrived in England, ( for 
that ſirname the Netherlands had already honoured him withall } 
he begins his COomand under that noble and valiant Knight Sir Foh» 
Digby, whoſe Lieutenant he was : in which place he carried him- 
{cite ſo worthily, that no ones gallantry in that ſervice was more 
famous then his, of which he gaveſingular evidence in the Fight at 
N:ewhurne, At which time his Captaines captivity gave-him oc 
calion tor his releaſe, ſhortly after to make triall both of his valour 
and diſcretion, ina very remarkeable manner. 


Douglas, Sheriffe of Twidale ( whillt the Scottiſh eArmy lay. 


heavyupon the North of Exgland) adventured, with a party of a- 
bout fourſcore Horſe, to plunder a Houſe in thoſe parts called Sre- 
pleford, belongingto Maſter Px4d/ey, a Gentleman of quality. Who 
as ſoone as they are arrived, finds meanes to bring intelligence to 
His Majeſties Army, where Lieutenant Smith (ecing few upon the 
newes thew any great alacrity or forwardneſſe to undertake his 
reſcue, proffers himſelfe to take it upon him, angry (as it were) to 
ſee ſolictle commilſeration or reſolution in many others who were 
more concernedin it then he. Being authorized to go, he\ſcleAsa 
{mall party of Horſe (of a farre lefle number then many judged re- 
quifite for his undertaking) thereby ro make his enterprize more 
honourable, calling along with him two or three Trumpets beſides 
ts owne,meaning to make that diſcreet uſe of them whfch ſhortly 
followes. This done, he ſets forward towards the place, where 
he arrives with that privacy, that diſpoſing all his Trumpets bue 
one, on ſeverall ſides of the Houſe, he comes upon the Centry at 

B3 unawares, 
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amwates, and cleaves him downe thorow head- piece, and all; 
then commands the Trumpet he had reſerved to ſound a charge, 
which all the other did ſecond with great amazement to the Scorg, 
who thinking themſelves to be beſieged on all fides, could not re- 
{olve whether it were better to fight or retreit, either of which 
they might well havedone, had they knowne.how few their af- 

" failants were. In this confuſion, an old woman of the Houſe tound 

Meanes to let them. in at a doore unguarded, where being entred 

they killed ſixteen in thz place, and the reſt of the Souldiers with 

Dowglas their Commander ſurrendred themſelves, to the mercy of 

this prudent and valtant Gentleman, who led them captive to His 

Majeſties Army; rejoyCing that he had got one wherewith tore- 

leaſe his Captaine, which by exchange was immediately per. 

tormed. 

This was the onely action, redounding to His Majeſties honour; 
and thecredit of our Nation, pertormed in all that ſervice. For 
our owne Army was then fo confounded with FaHton, and confe- 
quently expoſed ta treachery, that we proſpered 1n nothing we 
then undertooke. What honour and fame he gained by this, | need 
notexprefi: ; for there are few I preſume in this Kingdome that 
are ignorant of it, every one praiſing and admiring ſo much diſcre- 
con, and fo brave a ſpirit in a gentleman fo young. Not long after 
our Royall Soverazgne out of His tender compallion to both the 

Nations, and His unwillingneſſe to engage them in a Civill Warre,. 

finds meanes to cloſe up the breach berweene them.: though not 

withour prejudice to His owne Royall Prerogative. | 

Now: our brave Souldier berakes himſclte to a retired life, im his. 
Morhers houle at 42by Folvile in Leiceſterſhire, not ayming at any 
further veyage : for he prudently foreſaw that the former fire 
though-now. covered with aſhes of a pacification, would ſhortly 
breake out 1nto-a greater flame then before. And was: but a pre- 
amble to: this-harrid and-unnaturall Rebellion, which now lutfici- 
ently appeares-1n its awne ſhape. He ſaid, he knew tvidently, that 
though the Seots had obtained their wiftes, yet the Faction who in- 
vited them to what thepaid, were as little ſari, fied as ever;—and con: 
ſequent ly their unruly /pwit:, could not long Containe themſelves ous 
of attion, bat ſportly would endeavour to ſet the Kingdome on fre. 
tie in ch& intern contented himſelfe with this retirement, being 
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by reaſon of. this expeRation, unwilling to take any Command a- 
broa1. 5 | 
His Aajeſty was pleaſed in reſpet of his eminent carriage in 
the lalt ation, to offer to make him a Knight Baronet, as a princely 
reward, and encouragement for his further progreſſe in theſe He- 
roche conrſes, He confideringhimfelte to be the youngeſt of foure 
bro:hers, that. his revenewes did nothing agree with the main- 
tenance of ſucha Title, and believing that honour on thoſe condi- 
tions would be but a meere barthen unto him, modeſtly refuſed it ; 
contenting himſelfe with his former condition : which action doth 
cleare him from all aſperfion of vanity. This interim he beltowed 
in ſo good a manner, that he acquired ſingular love and reſpeR, 
from all that converſed with him. His converſation was fo ſweet 
and afible, and his exceſſes ſo rare, that moſt men in a Souldter ad- 
mired that remperance and courteſie. This time he negleRed not 
frequently to read and ltudy books of Military Diſcipline and in- 
ſtruction ; but thoſe fele&ed, and of the choyceſt fort : to theſe he 
added Hiſtories, ſeeking to extract thence in Hort time by Theory, 
what many yeares practiſe would hardly zfford him, He did well 
diſcover the ignorance of ſuch, as are onely trained up in the 
ſchoole of practiſe, under a few yeares experience ; and confelſt, 
that 4 meere pratticall knowledge could not make a perfe(F Souldier, 
and that prattiſs ought neither to march in obſtinate blindueſſe with» 
out ſpeculatives of hiſtorical knowledge, and examples ; wor theſs 
4raine without prattiſe, but that both of them ſhould be refpefted as 
neceſſary parts, to make 4 compleat Souldzer, 
Long time pafſed not before the unhappy aRors in this| preſent 
tragedy, forgetfull of the honour of our Nation, their duty to their 
Soveraigne, or love to their Country, bring to light thisunnaturall 
and ugly monſter of Rebellion, and Civill Warre : not reſpeQing 
their owne happinefle in the calme of a happy peace, or felicity in 
a King of that excellent cemper, for all perfeions belonging to & 
20d Prince, that hardly ever did Br5rannia's Diadem crowne the 


_—_temples of his equail. This ſuddenly growes to that height and in- 


folence, that it was out of His Majetties power to fupprefle it, 
ſeeing himſelfe on a ſuddain deprived of all His Armes,Ships, Forts, 
and neceſſaries for Warre, But foone he is brought to that exigent, 
tha either Himſelte, His Queene, and Royall Progeny _—_ 
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wholeKingdome muſt be ruined, or elſe he muſt endeavour to op. 
poſe himlſelfe, by all poſſible meanes to hinder its further pro- 
greſſe. Tothis end he caſts himſclfe into the armes of the divine 
providence, and out of nothing begins to raiſe an Army for His 
owne defence; preſently our young Worthy 1s ſought for, and made 
Captain- Lieutenant #ndey the Lord [obn Stexare (brother to the 
Duke of Richmond and Lenox) a gentleman of a wonderfull ſweet 
and noble diſpoſition. | 

This Troope was very eminent in reſpeR of the Commander, 
upon whom the cyes of moſt men were fixt in extraordinary cx- 
peRation, wherein whether they were deceived or no, let his ſuc- 
cceeding aQions declare. In the time of his Quartering at Zincolne 
there happened a paſſage worth noting. Not long before, there 
was a gentleman of quality in the Kings Army taken Priſoner by 
the Proto Rebels of Kingſton upon Hull, and there in time of his 
durance was abuſed by one of the Wrayes, Heire to one of the 
chiefe Houſes of that name in Lincelu/hiwe, who like a Jay, caſt 
2 plafſe of beere in contempt into the captive Gentlemans face, 
W hereof our gallant Commander hearing, was much incenſed : 


determining to vindicate the wronged Gentleman, if ever occa- 


ſion were offered. Whilſt he was at Linco/ne this hotfpur Wray 
comes to Towne, whereof he having notice, repaires to the houſe 
and entersthe roome where Wray and divers others ill-affe&ted to 
His Majeſty were met; he demands of him whether he were the 
man who ar ſuch a time abuſed one of His Majeſties Souldiers 1n 
Hu! ? the other peremptorily acknowledging the fact, he takes 
occaſion with his cane to pay him his hire, and did it co the pur- 
poſe, in ſuch a manner, that the other preſent daunted with his 
courage, dared not once to ſtirre in Yrayes defence. This was an 
argument of his noble nature,and ſerved the Souldiers and Townſ- 
men to laugh at a long time after. The like he did fince on a Knight 
of greater name and b»/k in vindication of a noble Lord to whom 
that Knight had been too sngrereſs!!. Indeed his diſpoſition was 
ſuch that he could better indure to (ce himſclfe wronged, then any 
other ingenuous man, and would ſooner vindicate anothers inju« 
ry, then his owne. 

He could not indure to ſce the inſolence of Souldicrs over the 
poore peſantsand coumry people, ucither ever would he tolerate 
it 
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ic if it lay inhis power either by foule or faire meanes to remedy, 
Which an Othcer of the Army ( who thought himſelfe no meane 
man experienced certainly at Leiceffer, This. man |uſurpes 
power, upon I know not what authority, to preſſe, and diſpoſe of 
Horſcs at his pleaſure : which he performed with that inſolence, 
as was very grievous to the people. Wherefore they complained 
to this generous Commander, who immediately queſtioned the 0» 
ther about it, and finding him both very guilty, and peremptory 
in his offcnces : Layes him (although he were his name-ſake) by 
the head and heeles in the ſtable, amongſt the horſes, and there lets 
him lic, durante bexeplacsro, till he was intreated to releaſe him. 

By this time the Cockerrice of this Rebellion was growne to 
ſome maturity, & amongſt all that ſought to lop the growing Mon- 
ſter our noble Captaine Smwth pave one of the firſt blowes : the 
particulars whereof as they are related aurhentikely by the Herald, 
(who exrorted the relation from his owne mouth) 1 will here in- 
ſert, In the beginning of eAwgyft. 1642. He marcht with the 
Lord John Stwarts Troope into Warwicke/hire, there to meet the 
noble Earle of Northampron, who was then in Armes for His Ma- 
jeſty. Captaine Barrne Troope marcht with him, and at Rugby 
on the edge of the aforeſaid County he quartered the $ of that 
moneth, where he underſtood that at Ks/sby in Northamptonſaire, 
abou: two miles diſtant, the Inhabicants had put themſelves in 
Armes againſt His Mijeſties Proclamation ; He therefore con- 
cetving it fit to diſarme them, did that night ſer a ſtrong Guard 1n 
Ruoby of about 3o Horſe, to the end he might draw out. of the 
Towne at any hower with the lefſe noy(ſe, or notice. 

Before breake of the day he marcht out, the morning being ve- 
ry wet, and before it was light, coming to Ks/-by Towne ſide 
drew up his Horſe ina body. As ſoone as it was cleare day he en- 
tred the cowne, where preſently he found the people gathering to- 
gether, ſome with Muskets or other gunnes, others with Pitch- 
torkes and Clubs, He asked them what they meant, and told ther 
be had no purpoſe to doe them harme, entreating them 10 deliver np 
their Armes for Hi (Majeſties ſervice. The untuly people no whit 
hearknedto his courteous deſires,bat furiouſly aſſaulted hisTroop, 
(which could not be drawne up into a body in regard of the ſtraits 


nefſc of the paſſage) they wounded two or three of his _ 211d 
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ſome horſes. Yet made he ſhift to diſarme ſome of them, and rhe 
advances to the Conſtables houſe, where he finds more company ; 
bu: comanded his men not to diſcharge aPiſtoll upon pain of death, 
hoping yet by faire mcanes to qualifie them. Immediately divers 
ot is made from the Windowes at him ; whereupon, he com. 
manded his men to give fire, and fo preſently difſparcht three or 
foure of them : which the reſt (ceing, ran away all except an old 
man that with his Pitchforke ran ac OQuptaine Smith, and twice 
roke the tynes thereof againſt his breſt, who by reaſon of his 
armes under a looſe coate received no hurt, yet could not this old 
nan by any intreaty be perſwaded to forbexre, till a Piſtol] quieted 
him. Here he took 40 Muskets, and the {ame day marcht rawards 
the valiant Earle of Northampton, whom he met with Brookes his 
Ordnance , about tlirce miles from Warwicke and attended him 
thither. In this ation if you conſider the condittonof thoſe times, 
you will diſcover a great deale of diſcretion in the managery of it, 
and nothing favouring of raſhneſſe or vanity, ſome taint whereof 
you might well expeR ina young Gentleman 1o ſpritetull, and 0+ 
verflowing with valour. 

The next ation remarkable that our fortunate gallant had a hand 
in, was that famous fight September the 23. the ſame yeare, neare 
W orcefter : where he charged with that bravery and diſcreticn, 
that many confcile he did ſingularly promote the vitory, Thus 
dayly he gained new honours, and his Laurell (till Aouriſhed with 
more ſplenJor then could be expected in his age, 

To this at Worceſter {\ucceeds that memorable Battaile neere 
Keinton in Warwickeſhire, the particulars whereof following we 
owe to Mr, Dwugaale, Cheſter Heralds carcfull preſcrvation. His 
Troope at this time being in the Lord Grands/ons Regiment, was 
drawne up inthe left wing of the Kings Army ; This day his fin- 

lar valour was moſt eminent for ſundry notable aRions, cſpe- 
cially his reſcue of His Majeſties Benner Royal, valgarly called the 
Standard. For after the Rebellsleft wing of Horſe, and divers Re- 
giments of Foot were routed, and execution followed by His Ma- 
jeſties Horſe of both wings, through and beyond the Towne of 
Keinron, It happened that this prudent Commander {aw ſome e+ 
winent perſons of His Majeſties Army, in purſuit of the flying Re- 
belli, which he conceived had beene appointed as a Reterve of 
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horſe, for aſſiſtance of our foote: which much amazcd him,hearing 
both Armies at that inſtant in ſharpe fight, whereupon he preſent- 
 lyſeckes outthe Lord Grendiſon, Sir Charles Lucas, and fome 0s 
ther O.iiccrs of quality ; and importuned their ſpeedy rallying to- 
2.ther of what horſe in this con'ufion couid be ſuddainly got, that 
to ſpeedily they might returne to the aſſiſtance of out foor, 


His cxccllent adviſe was very well rc (cnted by thoſe noble Gene 


tl:men, and accordingly they foone rallyed about 200 horſe, and 
marched backe towards the Armies then in fight. In their paſſage 
they met wich a great part of the Rebells of Charles Eſex his Regi- 
ment, running confuſedly towards Keinton Towne with their co- 
lours: thoſe they preſently charged, flew ſome, routed the reſt and 
rooke all their Colours. This done theſe horſe rallyed againe, and 
advanced, tut they had not paſt farre before they met with about 
three Troopes of the Rebells horſe, which were wheeled off from 
the reare of their foote, theſe alſo they charged, routed,and follow- 
ed in exccutionſo farre, that now this brave Commander could ral- 
ly bu: fourteene men together to proſecute his returne: with which 
as he paſſed up ſtill rowards the reare of the Rebells Army, he met 
with a grcat part of the Lord yharrons Regiment that formerly 
were routcd alſo, and now were with their Colours, confuſcdly 
haſtcning towards Keinton Towne ; theſe with his fourtecne horſe 
he valiantly charg'd, and routing them tooke their Colours. The 
Majors Colours were taken by himſelfe, which he delivered to one 
Chichly a groome of the Dake of Richmond's, who had taken a Co» 
Icurs of Charles Eſſex his Regiment. 

Butnow of all his fourteene there was no more left but himſeclfe 
anfl C4bley: rhe reſt following the pillage of the routed Rebells, 
As theſe two were paſſing on towards our Army, this Aferrour of 
Chivalry eſpics fix men, three (wriaſcers and three Harquebsſiers on 
horſebacke, guarding a ſeaventh on foot, who was carrying off the 
Ficlda Colours rouled up which he conceived tobe one of the or- 
dinary Colours of His Majcſties Leife-guards,and therefore ſeeing 
them fo ſtrong, intended to avoide them. Whil'ft he was thus con- 
[idcring, a boy on horſebacke calls to him laying, Capraine Smith, 
Captaine Smith, they are Carrying away the Standard. He would not 
{uddainly belcive the boy, till by great afſeverations he had aſfured 
timit was the Standard, who forthwith aid ;T hey ſhall have me with 

C it, 
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it if they carry 5t awayzand deſiring C#ichtey if he ſaw him much en- 
gag'd, rothrow down the other Colours & aſſiſt himzpreſently he 
charg'd in with his rapicr at the footman that carried the Banner, 
{who was then Secretary to Eſſex the Rebells Generall) ſaying, 
Traitor deliver the Standard, and wounded him into the breaſt, 
whil'it he was bent forward to tollow his thruſt, one of thoſe Cw. 
riaflers with a po#ax wounded him in the necke through the Collar 
of his doublet, and che reſt gave hre a bim with their piſtolls, but 
without any further hure then blowing ot ſome pouder into his 
acc. 

No ſooner was he recovered upright, but he made a thruſt at the 
Cuariaſier that wounded him, and ran him into the belly, whereup. 
on he preſcntly fell, at which ſight all the relt ran away. Then he 
cauſcd a foot fouldicr that was ncare at hand to reach him up the 
banner, which he brought away with the horſe of that Cauriafter; 
Immcdiatclycomes up a great body of His Majeſtics horſe which 
wererallyed together (according to his firſt advice) to chargethe 
enemy againe, with whom he ſtaid ; delivering the Srarderd to 
Maſtcr Robert Hatton, a Gentleman of Sir Richard Willyes his 
Troope, to carry forthwith eo His Majeſty. So farre was he from 
prizing his owne ation, or gaping after honour or reward, The 
day was now (© farre ſpent that he had timeleft onely to reſcue Co- 
| lonell Richard Feilding who was taken Captive by the Rebels, and 
was leading away, whil't inthe interim our Heroiche Commander 
comes, and in deſpite of them fers hymn at liberty. Surely this daics 
worke deſerves etcrnall memory, and concludes that he was borne 
this day to place a laurel garland on his Soveraignes head, and pre- 
ſerve the honour of His Nation ; Many contefie that the preferva= 
tion of our foot 1s dueto his prudent foreſight and adviſe. It his vz- 
!our had aftorded us nothing elte but the re/cued Standard,we could 
not ſuthciently celebrate his praiſe. It had ſurely in the peoples cies 
| beenea fad Owerof ſucceeding enterprizes, had we notby his for- 

runate and couragtous atcheivement repaired to fingularalofle; but 
this on the other ſide encourag'd them, who ſeeing the Standard fo 
neazre loſt, yet happily regained, conceived hopes that though the 
rojall Diagem was as deeply engag'd, yet by the fortunate endea- 
your offuch Noble Heroes that alſo together with the Kingdome 
Mig it be recovered.

The next morning Kivg CHARL88s fendsforhimto the top 
of Fape hill, where His Majeſty (though themodeſt Gentleman 
did what lay in him to avoid the honour) Knighted him for his fin- 
gulirvalour. Immediately our worthy Knight (ſeeing the Rebells 
having gathered all the reſidue of their ſtrength intoa body, ſtood 
drawneup neare the ſide of Keinton Towne) ſignifies a greatdefire 
he had that our horſe ſhould charge them, buc thar being notreſol- 
ved he craved liberty to have a ſmall party aſſign'd him, with which 
he would endeavour to fetch off ſome of their Ca#on, which being 
eranted he march't downeinto Keenton feild, and of his parry he 
drew out about 30 to approach neare the body of the Rebells, and 
face them whil't horſes were ſpan'd in to draw off the peices: he 
commanded this party himſelfe, facing their maine body within 
musket ſhot, but their horſe were ſoaw'd with the former dayes 
worke, that they durſt not adventure to charge him with that ſmall 
party ; with which he brought off three brafle peices of Canon that 
{tood about the left wing of the Rebells army in the battaile;which 
ation our whole Army ſtood looking on with wonder and ap- 
plauſe. He concludes this dayes worke with the generous afli- 
ſtance he gave Sir Gerwaſe Scroopes ſon in fetching off his'valiant 
Father tript naked and almoſt dead, with the lofle of ſo much bloud 
by nineteene wounds. | 
Theſe valiant ations made him very eminent in His Majeſties 
fight, ſo that theroyall munificence gives him atroope of his owne, 
and the noble Lord Grands/on elets him for CHajoy to his Regi- 
ment: wherein he did ſingular fervice in divers places, exercifing 


all parts of an excellent Commander; witnefle his gallant behaviour 


inthe fight at Brainceford, and his beating up of the enemies quar- 
ters, with his ſouldierlike retrear,the ſame yeare in December neate 
Winchefter. Where witha ſmall party he dared to goe into the 
mouth of a powerfull army, to beat up their quarters,and afterward 
when they came upon him v hen he had done great execution in the 
place, with ſuch diſcretion to make his retreat ſcarce with the loſſe 

of a man in deſpite of them all. | 
He ſtill more and more expreſſed the greatnefſe of his ſpirit, and 
true magnantmity, when the next day the potent enemy had beſci- 
ged them in Wincheftey Caſtle ; he would have iſſued out and tried 
the utmoſt of fortune,rathcr then ſubmit to thoſe whom he ſo much

deteſted, one of which in reſpe& of their exigence in proviſion, 


they mult of nece{llity doe. But when he ſaw the reſt diſclaiming 
and not concurring, he was faine to deſiſt: But nevertheleſle dif- 


daining to have any hand in the parley, refuſed to ſubſcribe tothe 


articles of ſubmilſion. Haw undauntedly he carried tis captivity is 
incredible: as alſo how boldly he looked adve: (ity in the face, The 
Almighty it ſeemes was pleaſed to make trial! of his fortitude eve- 
ry way,to ſee whether he were 2s couragious in ſuffering as fighting, 
or as mild a Captive as a modelt Conquerour, Very magnanimoufly 
did be ſupport this tedious triall of nine months 1mprifonment, 
wherethe enemy perceived his worth ſo wel] that they were loath 
to part with him on any conditions that might be termed reaſona« 
ble, | | | 
Neverthelefle when the divine wifedome faw him ſufficiently ex 
erciſed in this ſchoole of patience, he is at laſt releaſed, to the fin» 
gular joy and comfort of molt brave ſpirits in the Kings Army: ſome 
of which even withteares at Oxford emtertaine him. The noble Lord 
Herbert of Ragland wooes him tohis ſervice, and makes him Liew« 
tenant Colonell to his Regiment of horſe, with promiſe sf a far more 
eminent place in very fhort time. In this interim of his command 


here, I, attraRed by the fame which rung through the Kingdome 


of him, repaired unto him, deſiring to ſerve His Majelty under this 
matchlcfle Gentlemins command: and from that time to his death 
was an eye-Witneſſe of what I ſhall afterrelate. There I obſerved 
the love, honour, and reſpect he had of all the Souldiers and Com- 
manders, which valued hunbeyond expreſton. I could not chooſe 
iikewite but fee bis exceeding modelty in the midit of all theſe res

monſtrsted his noble mind {tored with compaſſion, tn tendering the 
complaints of ſuffering people.

The Cowre lookesupon himas one deferving- greater command, 
and more aQive 1mplayments, wnerefore in his returne fromthe 
ſnd expedition (where Gl-wncefters Idol hew'd bis dextcriry in runs 
ning, as well as his policy 1n other things.) Our worthy Knight 
melts wii the 1:55 Letter, whereby he is called immediately

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2way to Oxford, where he 1s no ſooner arriv*d but commanded 
thence by His <Majeſiy to the Weſt, thereto take the place of Aſa» 
jor Generaiito the horie, in that Army under the Lord Fohn Stuarr, 
by whom at Wincheſter he is entertained with extraordinary wel- 


chime ; The Renowned Lord Alopton declaring thathe alſo tooke no. 


iicele content in the poſſeſſion of ſuch a Jewell. Indeed it was im- 
poſſible for a Gentleman to finde more honourandreſpeR then he 
did from thoſe Worthy Lords, together with the whole Army, the 
eyes of all being bent upon him. 

Our Galant Major General now letled in his office, begins and 
profecutes his affaires with thar prudence, courteſie, and magnani- 
mity, that all forts of people were enamoured with his true excel- 
lIeacy. He wonne the fouldiers with his courteſte, the people! with 
his modeſty, and even from his enemies drew he admiration for his 
gallantry. By this meanes his fame encreaſes daily to an unſpeaka- 
ble heighr,tnſomuch that beyond Seas alſo he is celebrated as 4 wor- 
thy of the times. He hath here fought ſo good a hght, as clajmes al- 
ready the ſpeedy poſſeſſion of a ceieltiall Diaders, and to that end 
he mult now be ſummoned hence, but yet inthe moſt honourable 
way that may be, whil'lt he is facrificing hislite for his King and 
Country inthe head of a gallant Army. | 

Now approaches the battaile at Brawdcan neare Alresford in 
FHamp/ire,on Marchthe 29.1644.

It1s incredible what chearfalneſſe, and alacrity he ſhow*d| when 
the oaht drew nigi, at meat that morning, bidding his Souldicrs 
feed heartily, for they ſhanld have Princely (port anon. The hight be» 
ging where our valiant Foorc beat tlic Rebels out of the weod's, 
and bravelyeven beſtowed a hopeluil victory upcn us, cl} fome 
out of 2 yaſh Gellantry engage both themfclves,ard the fortune of a 
glorivus day, inforauch that the Horſe muſt needs be commanded 
C 3 up, 
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up, though upon a great diſadvantage, which our prudevt X night 
reſents,and to ſome that were nearc unto him expreſſed a great dif- 
like of ic, but underſtanding that it was peremptory, he eſteemed 
his honour (o highly that for a world he would notbe (eene to de- 
tra from any thing : leſt if thereuponany diſaſter ſhould enſue,the 
diſhonour ſhould light npon his innocence, On therefore he goes 
in Heroicke obedtence, though expecting nothing clſc but what cn+ 
iued. Inadiſtrated manner they are.ot necctlity to charge a ſolid 
body of the Rebels Horſe, lying ander the protection both of Ca- 
non, and hedges lined with Muskeriers : theic Canon { when he is 
come almoſt within piſtsil ſhot with intention to charge in ) flies 
off(o freely, that amazes his Horſe, the fire even flaſhing in his 
face, cauſes him to reare, and turne ſidewiſe upon the enemy, 
who ſecine all his riders power imployecd to keepe his ſaddle, and 
recover his Horle, let fly at him as thicke as haile : and in this in- 
terim comes one from amonglt them clad in Armes like a Lobfer,

remaining on that wing,who reſolving to die rather then looſe fo 
brave 4 L:ader advanced to fetch him off, even to the enemies noſe, 
& indeſpite of them gallantly brought off him, {his horſe, & Armesy, 
whilſt one of the Company a reformeds Licutenant in a brave re- 
venge, rides up to the Armed monſter and ſhootes him in the eye, 
{ending himto anſwer for his deteſted fat, in. ſo baſe a manner 
wounding todeath a Gentleman every way accompliſhed, and wor- 
thy.

drunke a poſſet, and warm*d himſelfe a while, the deſires to lye 
downz and reſt, a bed is preparedand he lyes downe, immediately 
falling tofleepe; which conſidered, together with rhe. courage he 
ſupported his mortall wounds, made us confident he was out of 
danger : his being ſo hearty, andno ſighs or groanes tobe percei. 
ved, as gencrally indying men. He was no ſooner awake, but he 
began to queſtion how farre we were from the enemy, what time 4 
night it w44, and what was become of our Army: and after falls into 
a tormall diſcourſe, wherein he diſpatche ſome particular things 
concerning hinſelfe, which becauſe they were private I omit : 
which donc he lyes downe againe, and ſaid, the conceit of owr men 
running away did more trouble him by farre then bis woundr: and 
though others were hardly tnduced to beleeve it, both now and be- 
fore he expreſſed in a mild manner, that his life was neare a period : 
and conjured me by all the love and reſpect I ought him, to certifre 
his Deare Mother that he died with a quiet conſcience, and « reſigned 
mind, hoping likewi(e that ſhe would not take hu death with 190 much 
heavineſſe, but rather rejoycethat ſie bad a fon to ſhed hublond for 
brs Soveraigne, A truly Chriſtian, and Heroicall ſpeech, which 
though but ſhore,compriſed the very Elsxar of truc fortuude,loy» 
alcy, and picty. 

\trer this he prayes, making an cxcellent at of perfedt refigna= 
tion, ſaying, O my Lord and God, ont of thy 'iufinite goodneſſe have 
mercy upon mee, woo caſt my ſelfe into thy bleſſed bands, heartily wi- 
hhing that thy divine will may be performed in mee: whillt he was thus 
like the Swan, ſinging fo ſweet a dys#g Ode with cloquence ſcarce 
kſaall in his life timeghis carriage 1s made ready,to take him from 
danger imminent, to a place of more ſecurity : and foto Oxford it 
It were peſſivle . He notwithſtanding his deadly wounds, comes 
down ſtaires on foote, & aſcends the carriage with that loutnefle, 
as hardly hachbeene ſcene ina dying mant all the /ympromes of 
paine you could perceive in Þim, was fometimes he would'birce his 


nether lip, when his pangs with moſt extremiry came vpon him, 


When we drew neere eLudover, he began to ſay ( his ſenſes being 


a little aſtoniſhed ) Good my Lord ler us charge up againe, let mw 


ebarge ther once againe, and the day 34 0urs. As toonc as we emred 
te towne he began to invoke the ſacred name of eſws, often re» 
peating 1t with a ſoft voycc,as if he had taken taken 2 guſt and 
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ſwcetneſle inthe divine vertue of it. Shortly aftcr, over againſt 
' the ligne of the Angelina mild and tweet repoſe he expired: where 
it would have grieved rhe hardeſt heart ro have ſcene him round 
eacloſcd with ſundry Gentlemen, condoling with teares the un» 
timely cndot fo Peerlefſe a Gentleman, 

Thus alas you have teene how thu Worthy of our Age, one cf the 
prime flowers iti our Englifs Garden, 18 cut off in his youth arthe 
age of ſcarce thirty yeares: who ſceing he was arriv'd to ſuch an 
eminent excellence in ſo ſhort a time, what might we have expe. 
Red from him, had he attained bur a mans age? His body at Oxfora 
is entertained with exceeding griefe both to Court and City;whilſt 
his buriall is preparing at the Colicdge of Al Sonlesin the Chan» 
cell, his body is expoſed to the peoples view, whither a great num: 
ber of all ſorts re{orted, ſome to view his wounds, and many to 
behold the man of whom tame had proclaimed to great things, 
and for whom now there was ſo univerſall lamentation. , 

The next day being the firſt of April! in the atternoone, were 
his Funerall rites ſolemnized, with as much ceremony as the ſhort. 
neſle of time, and meanes of preparation for one of his quality 
would permit, The manner whereof was briefly thus, 

Firſt, three Trumpets with black Scarfes went founding very 
dolefully before, next his Horſe whereon he was flaine wasled by 
a Page and covered in black to the ground, upon which were pla- 
ced his Eſcucheons of Armes, Then two Heralds went carrying his 
Sword an1 Spurres ; the Corps were carried by Gentlemen of his 
owne Troope, whilſt che Pall ſet with Eſcucheons was ſupported 
by the Yarles of Cleveland and Rivers, the Lord Herbert of R ag- 
land and the Lord John Somerſet his brother. Six Colonels, on cach 
ſide the Corps three, carried his Armes; Then followed the Right 
Honourable the Lord Caringtos as principall monrner, accompa- 
nicd by the Earle of Lind/ey Lord Great Chamberlaine of England, 
and the Earles of Northampton and Dover, (from perſons of that 
degree an extraordinary reſpeR) with divers others cf the Nobi- 
lity, after theſe came all the chiefe Commanders of Horſe and Foot 
then in Oxford, with a multitude of other Gentlemen. 

In this ſolemne manner proceeded they to Chrift-(hwrch, and 
in the South-ealt corner of the Chappell, on the Southſide of the 
Quire, was the body of this renowned and gallant Souldier cer 

ited; 
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fited : ar thehead of the late Viſcount Grandi/ov, W here after 
the Otfice of buriall was performed, this following expreſſion in 
honour of his memory was made by Somerſer Herald, 


JT Hu it hath pleaſed eAlmighty God to take ont of thu tranſitory 

life unto hu divine mercy, the valiant and moſt worthy Gentle= 
man, Sir JOUNSMITH, Knight, (deſcended of the ancient Fa: 
mily of Carington, from Sir Michael Carington Standard: bearer 
to King RICHARD che firſt #n the Holy-land ) who for hu ſignal 


valour in reſcuing His HMajeſtics Banner Royall, in the Battaile 


of Keinton, after it was poſſeſt by the Rebels at that time received the 
Hr nour of Knighthooa, from His Majeſty in the field ; and ſince in 
{undvy other Battailes againſt the Rebels, hath given fingular tefti« 
mony of his toyalt 7 and valonr, eſpecially in that memorable Battaile 
of Bramdean on Friday laſt, the 29 of March : where having re- 
ceived ſeverall wounds in purſnite of viftery, he dyed of them the 
day following at Andover, and here in Oxford is now tmterred, 


God fave the King. 


Here lies our noble Heyee, whoſe memory exe both from his 
Family and our Nation a Monument to adorn his triumphanc aſhes, 
which I doubt not but either of them will performe, rather then 

{uffer the lealt ſtaine of ſo great negleR, or ingratitude reſt upon 
them. In the meane time will I make bold to inſcribe an Epitaph, 
upon this living monument which I now ere unto hims

There are many whoſe curious affeftions will exact at my hands, 
many particulars about his inward and outward man, not| yet ſpe» 
cified : which conſideration makes me here undertake a briefe de- 
ſcription-of him, in ſome ſort by way ot prevention to fatisfie ſuch 


3s wonld expe& it of me. 


Sir John Smith was of a middle ſtature, but ſtrongly built, his 
haire was long, and thick,in colour like a ripe filderd : very decent 
and becoming ; his complexion was a moderate {anguine, but his 
aſpe& was ſo awfull and ſterne, that you may conclude he was ra» 
ther formed to command Armies, then allure Ladies, though in 
truth 1 have not ſeene a Gentleman whoſe ordinary look 
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es Were 
repleat 


[ 
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repleat with ſuch a naturail majeſty, intermixed with fach ſingular 


modeſty. From his /intancy did he retaine 2 certaine [1iping in his 


{oeech, which nor vichitanding, was rather an ornament, then any 
blemiſh unto him. In all his carriage and gettures you could ob+ 
ſerve nothing aff-Red, or ſavouring of vanity, but on the contrary 
a certaine decent negle, which did much become him. His hu 


\mility was very eminent, for notwithitanding all that honour and 


reſpe& whichdelervedly attended him, could any one conclude 
that any thin : in him {avoured of pride, oſtentation, or arrogance, 
for he ſeemed wholy to be made of courteſy, reſpe, and modelly, 
His exceſſes were fo ſmall for ought that 1 could ever informe my 
ſelfe that he will be oftner admired then imitated ; for though I 
curiouſly obſerved him, I could never yet conclude thatI ſaw him 
overcome by drinke. | 

Complements and Ceremonies were for the moſt part negleRed 
by him, as out of his element, and take him generally he was won- 
derfull ſparing and reſerved in his ſpeech : but what he faid was 
for the moſt part ſentences and ſolidly to the purpoſe : the truth 
is, he did infinitely better expreſle his judgement, prudence, and 
gallant abilities in aRion then publicke diſcourſe, being none of 
thoſe windy gallants whoſe chifelt eminence doth conliſt in va- 
pouring bravely ; yet was he not ſo reſerv'd in thefe things, but 
he had alſo a ſweer dexterity in accommodating himſelfe to time, 
or company which often gained him a great meaſure of love and 
reſpet, As he was withour taint of vanity, fo there was none 
more free from emulation, for he would fpeake the belt of all, ant 
if he confeſfed their defeRts, would allo acknowledge their ver- 
wes z yeathough they were his enemies. He delighted to relate 
the exploits of others, but was fo farre from boaſting of his owne, 
that he could ill tolerate to have another mention them. 

In his councclls he was very cloſe and relerved, in: his expedi- 
tions exceeding diſcreet, and vigtlant in all his ations, as he was 
Rrickt in his diicipline and command to others, ſo alſo exa in o= 
beying his Commanders, and diſdaining no imployment whatſo- 
ever. There wasno common Souldier more patient of labour, or 
hardnefſe. His ditpolition was wonderfull noble, and bis lberality 
fach that whilſt he had any thing, his Souldiers ſhould want no- 
thing. In his clothes he was nothing curious or vaine, witneſle all 
that knew him, ; With

Wirth great diſcretion, woul1 he make triall of their diſpoſition, 
fdelitics, and ability, whom he 1ntended to imploy about him, or 
entertaine into the number of his familiar friends, hardly affecting 
any vwhoſe diſcretion, candour, and fidelity, he was nox.aflured of 
by prudent experience, He would not rahly determine of an 
thing that was brought before him without due digeſtion, and fit 
conſideration ; his prudence and foreſight, all his ſpeeches and a». 
Rions did loudly proclaime, But which inreſpeR of his youth is 
mo{t admirable, I have not obſerved a Sonldier more referved in 
courting Ladies, he was not eaſily intangled in every pleaſing ob- 
je&, bur if ever he entertained himfclte in that kind, a modeſt 
mirch, and not any baſer end was his inducement, tor he judged 
ſuch diverſions unworthy entertainments for a noble mind if they 
tended any further then true, affeRtion and modelt recreation. This 
is confirmed by a pleaſant paſſage happening nor long fince at 
Winxchefter, where he accidentally came to fee a Letter by a young 
Gen:lewoman of that place, in which he diſcovered fo much wit 
and modeſty, expreſſed in {o good language, that ſtruck with ad- 
miration he was very defirousto know the authour, Her name was 
denied, but 1t was told him that (he was as beautifall as wiſe, and 
vertuous, and withall very young. Whereupon Jaying aſide all 
further curiofity, he anſwers, Bleſſed be God who bath made [6 
many excellent gifts concurre in one creature. A rare conclufian 
for (uch a diſcourie, and admirable in a Souldier fo young, and vi- 
gorous?: Ic might well challenge any of the ancient contempla» 
tives for patron. Doubtleſle it concluded that Chriſtian piety 
which was fo eminent in him, to be true and ſolid. 

I could nor obſerve any Souldier more duly frequent his prayers 
if his bulinefſe would poſſibly permit, whereby if prevented he 
would ſeeke to ſupply his lofle with frequent aſpirations, and 
of devotion. Nothing was more oppoſite to his nature then flat- 
tery, for he ſought alwayes with a candid freedome to ſpeake his 
mind, which it he did not deſire to have knowne, he would by fi- 
lence rather then diſſimulation conceale it. What time he could 
Reale from company, or imployments, he would privately imploy 
reading Military inſtructions, and obſervations; or clfe repoling 
himſelfe on his bed conſalt what he was to doe, and lay grounds 
for future deſignes, all which he went about with great prudence,

throw in great ſtones at the glaſſe windowes, the doores. 
| being ſhur. Afterthe arifing of the commorion,to prevent 
more 
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more tumult and danger, and when Service and Sermon 
were done, the Biſhops , Major and Aldermen going 
home with the Lord Chancellor and ſome BB, attending 
his Grace, the Bithop, and Dcane of Eaenburgh with 0- 
chers were well nigh ſtoned in the ſtreets : when I ſay it 
was demanded otrtheſe Apoſtles, why they did not con- 
demne this unchriſtian Barbarous outrage, voyd of Pictie 
and Reaſon, and without any example in the Chriſtian 
Church, the ſumme of their anſwer was, and to this day 
is, that ſuch a zealouspeople wereto beleftto theic own 
warrand, th@y knew not by what Spirit they were gOver- 
ned, God worketh great workes many times by baſeſt 
means:and yet thoſe Nobles, thoſe zealous, thole intel- 
ligentand knowing Chriſtians ( whereof many of them 
in Edenburgh were knowne Coale: ſtealersand.Whores ) 
were the firſt adFive initruments in thi glorious reſormats. 
ou, I conteſle this Divinity is ſo tranſcendent and: Meta- 
phy ſicall, that it exceeds my capacity , and. is ſo-fruitfull / 
upon any occaſion to work all or the greateſt of miſ- 
chicfes, that I doc not ſee how it canconfiſt with peace or 
lafery of King , Kingdome , Church, or of any eneru. 
ſed with greateſt truftin Church or Stare. Sir, I believe 
any rationall man may ſee by this, how {uperlatively this 
ſpirituall Signorie isabove King and Royall Soveraignty. 
T leave it to your own judgement and memory to recol.

\ better ſervice) ſurpriſed him fearing no1ll, ſeized his Per- 
{on,carricd him along tothe Caſtle of Ruther, kept him ſo 
that one could have accefle to him,, till he was forced to 
command the Duke of Lexnox todepart the Kingdome 
(which our of zealeand love to the King he did in Win- 
ecr embarking at Dunbrittave, came to France and dyed 
ſhoitly afcer) and to change all his ſervants they diſliked, 
and to ſurround him with themſelves and their owne, 
They kept their King in captivitie the ſpace of nine 
monthes, ſuffering none to comeat him, bur ſuch as they 
pleaſed. The wiſe King put a good face upon a foule by- 
fineſſe, ſeemed to like well of them and theircourſes, Ne. 
verthelcſſe,the beſt and moſt knowing of SubjeRs grum. 
bled exceedingly to fee their Prince ſo abuſed. The Con- 
ſpirators underſtanding it, did adviſe upon the beſt courſe 
ro ſatisfie the people and to bring them to approve their 
way. They wrought with the chiefe Rulers of the Syna- 
gogue,and prevailed.. Atthe next generall Aﬀembly they 
giveina Remonſtranceto them then fitting in Edenburgh, 
' declaring the Extraordinary reaſons that moved them to 
ſecure His Majeſties Perſon in the Caſtle of Rxther: their 
zcaletothe Reformed Religion, which was in imminent 
and apparent danger by the practices of the-Duke, who 
was ſent from France toScotland of purpoſe to corrupr 
the young King: their'catc to ſecure the King's Royall 
Perſon; whom the Duke intended to conveigh privately 
to Frawce: their deficeto freethe SubjeRts from the bloo- 
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dy tyranny and oppreſſion both of their lives and goods 
by the malicious diſpoſition , and-iaſatiable avarice of 
choſe whio wereabouthimand overruled him, and a preat 
many more ſpecious pretences, (which are not much dit. 
ferent from thelſe of this time;) upon this Narrative the 
humble Petition to this Superlative Soveraignty wasthat - 
the holy Brother-hood would be pleaſed to give an ap. 
probation to this their Heroick and Chriſtian fa, and 
whatſoever was their judgement they would obey it with 
this proviſo, that ir ſhould be made knowne to all good 
Chriſtians within the Realme.

fideration, and after mature deliberation, being aſfliſted 
with a fanſied infallibledircRion give out their verdid, 
authorize and approve all in ſubſtance or circumſtanceto 
be holily and juſtly with much zealeand diſcretion done, 
In all this they exceeded not their power,and that becauſe 
what was done, was for the advancement of God's glory, 
the honour and perſonall ſafety of the King,and publique 
good of the Kingdome : That all good People may reſt 
content and be fully ſatisfied, it was further ordained,that 
all Miniſters ſhall upon their returne to their Pariſhes in-. 
timate ſo much to all their lockes; and wirthallexhort all 
People to eſteem the actors as good Chriſtians and Patri- 
ots, that for the cauſes above mentioned were neceſſitated 
to take this courſe,to preſerve Religion, to reRifie theer- 
rorsof Court, which were brought and wrought to that 
height that both Religion and Policie were intheercateſt 
imaginable danger.

mites, theſe:-were al waies voluntiers in wars aginſt [/rac/, never imploi- 
ed by the Lord in rhat buſineſſe, for they were brethren to the //raeliter, 
(being the children of E/ax 1acobs brother ) and they were to live in 0- 
bedience to them by Gods ordination diſpoſing the ſuperioritic to Jacob 
and his ſeed, and 'tis not Gods Cuſteme to ſet Brethren at odds, one a- 
gainſt another, or Subje&s againſt their S6veraignes; the God of nature 
and order, is no breaker of natures boads, or of his own Laws : that is 


Satans work rather the father of diviſions, fo that the Edomizes were © 


Rebells, unnaturall and bloudy Rebels, they did not hate blond. 

2. They wcre alſo facrilegious and covetous rebels, they were the 
Edomites that cryed out againſt the Temple, (as ſome do now agaiak

{whereas being their brethren and ſuperious , they ſhould rather ( if 
wronged by them) have referred the ſame to God:) therefore (laies the 
Lord) [ will fretch owt my hand againſt Edom. <And I will lay my ven- 
geance upon Edom by the hand of my people Iſracl, and they ſpall do in E- 
dom, according to mine anger ,and according to my fury,and they ſhall know 
m vengeance, ſaith the Lord God : and the reaſons of this are,

To uncloath- men and women of their garments, 
and to expoſe their nikedneſle to open view, as the enemies did inIre- 
lnd, is moſt immodeſt, and cff:nfive to God and al! good men : to be an 
houre or two in hacking.and torturing a wofull wretch, or in taking a- 
way that milcrabk life which right be concluded in a moment ; or tv 
wreak ones-furie upon a dead carkas,is a moſt barbaros,cowardly thing, 
andoodious to God, though offcred to an Edomire, as appears by-that his 
threat unto the Moabires, for their burning the bones of the King of E- 
dom to lime, Amos 2.1. {oo uſe reviling ipceches, and curſed execrati- 
ons, againſt them that are readie to die,or are in going out of the world, 
fall of wounds and paines, is moſt inbumane : ray 'tis plamly diaboli- 

call to inſult over men in miſerie, be they never ſo vile, never ſuch

full to abſtcine from all kinde of harſh words in ſuch caſes, (as &:// biry,

kind of barbarouſneſſe and inhumanitie in their executions, for they {aid 
they acknowledged their enemics- to be men , not Tigers: Aſetim 
Suffetius was drawn in pieces with foure horſes for his Treaſon, from 
which (as a ſpeacle of great horrour) the people turned thar eyes. 
The ſtorie ſayes, as it was the firſt,ſo it was the laſt puniſhment in this 
kind of rigour that was exerciſed amongſt them ; for null gentinms mi- 
mores plaeniſſe peenas ( (aics Titus Livin of them,) no Nation ſo care- 
fullto preſerve the reputation of humanity as they - Be youalſo carefull 


| (noble Gentlemen and Souldicrs)to abſtein from all ſuch unworthy con- 


ditions : obje&t not, that the enemics deal ſo hamefully with qur men, 
when they get them into their power, for I'leaffure you, doth 
better become them, and their cauſe,then ever it will become you.
